HEWS OF THE WORLD 

GETEVA (15 September 1906)* The new Turkish ambassador to Switzerland, A"b&~al~ 
Wimpy Gollum, today presented his credentials (an inscribed stiletto) and the usual 
ultimatum to the Swiss President. The ultimatum was, of course, refused, and Am- 
bassador Gollum slunk away, his legs tucked under his tail. In speaking to the press 
later, however, *Abd~al-Wimpy Gollun indicated that his Government would be willing 
to accept the surrender of any government which wished to accede to the inevitable. 

GEJEVA (23 September $06): Admiral Rozhdestvensky, who has distinguished him- 
self by his exploits with the Russian navy against Japan in 1905 and with the amy 
against Turkey in Austria in 1906, and who had been rushed to the defense of Warsaw 
just before the English attaok, has now been made Russian ambassador to Switzerland. 
His first official act was to challenge the English ambassador, Lord Janus le Perfide 
to a duel.
